• Four FC Cincinnati players will play against their former side on Saturday when the 
Orange and Blue host Vancouver Whitecaps FC: Darren Mattocks (2012-16), Kekuta 
Manneh (2013-17), Kendall Waston (2014-18) and Spencer Richey (2017-18) 

• Four players playing against their former team in a single match equals the most 
that FCC will have this season, matching the mark set when FC Cincinnati hosted 
the Portland Umbers on March 17 

• Mattocks and Manneh have each played Whitecaps FC since their departure, but 
Waston and Richey will be facing their former team for the first time 

Completion of Cascadian Competition 

• Saturday's match will mark the third and final time FC Cincinnati will play an oppo¬ 
nent from the Cascadia region during the 2019 MLS regular season 

• Two of FCC's first three matches were against teams from the Pacific Northwest... 
the Orange and Blue fell to Seattle Sounders FC, 4-1, in their first-ever MLS match 
... additionally, FCC defeated the Portland Timbers, 3-0, in their first-ever MLS home 
match

• Nijkamp, 49, comes to Cincinnati from The Netherlands and Eredivisie club PEC 
Zwolle, where he served as the club's technical director since 2012 

• At FC Cincinnati, Nijkamp will direct all soccer-related areas, including: roster 
management; roster budget and salary cap administration; player acquisition 
and scouting; overseeing the first-team coaching staff, sports performance and 
medical staffs; and the youth development programs 

• Nijkamp will report to club president Jeff Berding, and will manage the first-team 
head coach, Technical Director Luke Sassano, Director of Sports Performance Gary 
Walker and Director of Player Development Larry Sunderland... he will also be in¬ 
volved in the selection of the club's next head coach, a process which is underway

Richey Makes PK History 


West End Stadium to Come to Life After Zoning Approval 


• Orange and Blue goalkeeper Spencer Richey made history at Orlando City on May 19 
when he registered a save on Nani's 50th minute penalty attempt 

• Richey became the first FC Cincinnati goalkeeper to record a penalty save in an 
MLS match 

• The stop was Richey's first-ever career penalty save 

• The goalkeeper stopped a second penalty at the Chicago Fire on July 13 when he 
thwarted Nico Gaitan's attempt from the spot... in doing so, Richey became the 
third keeper in MLS to record multiple penalty saves this season 

• Real Salt Lake's Albert Rusnak became tbe first player to attempt a penalty against 
FC Cincinnati on April 19, and his attempt was successful 

Damet’s Debut 

• Interim Head Coach Yoann Damet made his debut on May 11, earning a 2-1 victory 
over Montreal - his former club - at Nippert Stadium 

• He was named the club's caretaker coach on May 7 following Alan Koch's dismissal 

• The win against Montreal was FC Cincinnati's first victory since March 24, a 2-0 
road win at the New England Revolution 

Damet Makes MLS History in Win 

• Yoann Damet set a pair of MLS coaching records in his MLS debut on May 11 against 
Montreal 

• He became the youngest head coach in MLS history (29 years, 53 days) when he 
led the team that day... the previous youngest head coach, according to the Elias 
Sports Bureau, was Roy Wegerle (32 years, 186 days) who served as the Colorado 
Rapids' interim head coach on Sept. 21,1996, at D.C. United 

• Damet also became the youngest coach to win a match in MLS, besting the mark 
set by Ben Olsen (33 years, 111 days) who won his third game with D.C. United on 
Aug. 22,2010, against the Philadelphia Union

• The 34,000 square foot, multilevel MHTC building will house the entire FC Cincinnati 
first team, as well as a separate wing for the Academy... additionally, there is a 
3,000 sq. ft. maintenance facility on the property 

New Training Digs Also Under Construction 

• In addition to West End Stadium, FCC is also constructing a $30+ million, state-of- 
the-art training facility in Milford, Ohio - about 15 miles from downtown Cincinnati 

• When completed this October, the Mercy Health Training Center will feature a 
34,000 square foot facility on 24 acres just off 1-275 

• It has full-size, lighted playing fields - two natural grass and one artificial turf - 
plus a separate, dedicated goalkeepers area 

• Inside, the Mercy Health Training Center will house the FCC first team and Acade¬ 
my, as well as the technical staff, soccer operations and communications staffs, 
as well as members of other FCC departments 

• It will also include a full-time dining facility, team lounge, auditorium and media
